President Roosevelt aisv 
pays his respects, in no uncertain 
terms, to Samuel Gompers, the labor 


leader.

serves the labor vote, 

President Roosevelt's letter is ad- 
dresseqg to United States Senator Knox, 
of Pennsylvania, and was ostensibly 
drawn forth by a speech made by Sean- 
ator Knox in Philadelphia on Tuesday 
night. 

The President’s Letter. 


President Roosevelt’s letter is as fol- 
lows: 

White House, October 2!, 1!908.—My 
Dear Senator Knox: In your admirable 
Speech of yesterday you speak of the 
action of Mr. Bryan and certain gen- 
tlemen claiming to be the special repre- 
sentatives of organized labor, foremost 
a@mong them Mr. Gompers, to secure 
the support of laboring men for Mr.

Barney Threatened to Resign.

president of the National Bank of 
North America, told ,him his note had 
been discounted at the bank. Mr. Cur. 
tis informed him, the witness sai. 
that Charles T. Barney, one of the dl- 
rectors, suggested that he (Curtis) see 
Austin and ask him to etiher pay the 
note or to furnish collateral. 

‘I told. Mr. Curtis that Mr. Morse had 
put the loan in the bank, and that he 
would have to take care of it,’ said 
Mr. Austin. He added that Mr. Curtis 
told him that Mr. Barney threatened 
te resign from the board of directors 
if the note was not taken up. Mr. 
Austin testified that Mr. Curtis pushed 
a pen and ink toward Mr. Barney with 
which to sigo the resignation.

A DECEPTIVE PROPOSAL. 


Every voter in Georgia should hesitate on November 3rd before casting 
his ballot in favor of the amendment to the state constitution provided for in 


the service pension Dill. 
The title of the bill is openly and flagrantly deceptive, and it is not 
if ratified, will not be far from its 


Instead of a bill to pay confederate pensions, it might more properly be 


termed a bill to reduce pension payments. 
It proposes to add thousands of pensioners to the state’s pension roll, 


without providing additional revenue to satisfy them. 


It threatens to reduce the meager pittance now being paid to indigent 


and disabled ex-confederate soldiers and the widows of veterans, in order to 
give a few dollars a year to those who need it less. 


The wording of the amendment as it is to be submitted to the voters 
The 


language as it appears in the original bill and on the ballots to be voted 


upon on November 3rd follows: 


“For ratification of Amendment of Article vii, section 1, paragraph ! of 
the constitution of this state. (For payment of pensions to ex-confederate gsol- 
diers and widows of ex-confederate soldiers.)”’ 


The reverse of the proposition contains the words: 


“Against payment of pensions to ex-confederate soldiers and widows of 
ex-contederate soldiers.’ 


In consequence of this wilfully deceptive caption, every voter who is 
opposed to adding thousands of names of self-supporting or comfortably 
fixed veterans and soldiers’ widows to the pension roll, is put in the atti- 
tude of being “against payment of pensions to ex-confederate soldiers and 
the widows of ex-confederate soldiers.” 

The hope is, of course, to obtain by this bare-faced fraud, thousands 
of votes which would otherwise be cast against the proposition. 

The real intent of the bill, so far as it can be gathered, is to have the 
State pension 4ll soldiers “who have seen actual service” and widows of such 
soldiers now living in Georgia, an annual pension if they have property worth 
less than $1,500. 

The danger to the really deserving and needy pensioners is that this 
plan will place on the rolls many who are not invalid, disabled or indigent. 
How many, it is impossible to estimate. Just as property is “overlooked” 
by its possessor and hidden out from the tax collector, it will be hidden 
from the pension commissioner. 

When the law was passed placing the widows of soldiers on the state’s 
pension roll, it was estimated that the additional cost would be $60,000. 
It amounted to a total of $400,000 annually. 

The recent act of the legislature, which the voters are called upon to 
ratify, makes no appropriation for carrying its provisions intd effect. In 
that event, unless the next legislature supplies the defect, the bill is a 
travesty. It is the promise of bread and the gift of a stone. 


Only two expedients are open, the constitutional limit of taxation must 


be raised above 5 mills, or the law must be changed reducing the pension 
payment to each person on the roll.’ 

Georgia is today paying more than any other state in pensions. The 
course heretofore followed has been to provide as Ifberally as possible for the 
disabled, infirm, indigent. The new law Serpardinee present pensions to pay 


others’ less urgently needed. 


The state owes a debt to every one of her brave defenders. 
she can never fully and adequately repay. But it has done its duty when it 
provides for the disabled and those actually in need. The new bill en- 
tirely reverses that old established principle. It places those with property 
and comfortable incomes upon an equal footing with those forded to depend 
upon their meager pensions: to maintain a precarious existence.

Ordinary .Wilkinson Is Receiving Marriage Certificates 
Not Signed by the Ministers—This Causes No 
Record of Marriage. 


Ate you married? 

If go, are you able to prove it? Wil 
the records in the ordinary’s office 
show that you are legally married? 
Did the minister who performed the 
ceremony sign his name to the mar- 
riage certificate?—or did he return the 
certificate without even putting a pen- 
cil mark on it? 

Maybe you do not Know it, but it 
ie true just the same, there are over 
forty certificates in Judge Wilkinson's 
office at this moment without so much 
&s a scratch on the certificate to show 
that the parties who think they are 
married are legally man and wife. 

The ordinary states that unless the 
minister who performs the marriage 
ceremony places his name upon the cer- 
tificate to certify that the parties are 
married that the paper is of no rec- 
ord, and cannot be recorded on the 
marriage records of the county. 

Think of the serious complications 
arising from this status of affains. If 
a human had it “in for you” he might 
be able to establish the claim of biz- 
amy. If divorce entered into the ques- 
tion it wouldn't be hecessary to em- 
Ploy a lawyer, but just go to the mar- 
riage record, and find that the cer- 
tificate had not been recorded. Why? 
Just because the minister who per- 
formed the ceremony di@ not fill out 
the little blank space on the right hand 


lower corner of the certificate, stat- 
ing that he had joineg you in wedlock. 

Just think of the serious complica- 
tions. Why you couldn't say you were 
married, or that you had a wife. Sup- 
pose you died and left your wife 
money. She would have to prove that 
she was your wife—and horrors! Sup- 
pose your certificate had not been filled 
out by the minister. There would be 
no record. Your money would then go 
to other claimants, and to people that 
you never intended that & should go. 

That’ is just the situation with over 
forty couples in this county at this 
very time. If they were called upon 
to prove that they were married they 
could not prove it, unless they found 
rthe preacher who married them. 

The Ordinary reports that he is hav- 
ing @ great deal’ of trouble along this 
line. In some cases he has been able 
to locate the parties to the marriage. 
He returned them the certificates and 
asked them to get their minister to 
sign the documents. In many cases 
he has not been able to find the par- 
ties to the marriage. As he does not 
know the minister who performed the 
ceremony, the certificates are up in a 
pigeon hole in his desk, and left there 
—and then there goes against the li- 
cense “‘no record.’

Mr. Bryan's party. (for it was Mr. Bryan 
wno dictated the platform), pledged it- 
self ‘‘to those remedies which labor had 
already submitted to congress,” ig @ 
perfectly clear and definite statement. 


Roosevelt on Gompers’ Remedy. 


The remediés which Mr. Gompers has 
already submitted to congress are mat- 
ters of record, and the identification of 
his .“remedy” against injunctions in 
labor disputes is easy and certain. This 

remedy”’ is embodied in house bill No. 
74. of the first session of the sixtieth 
oongress, the complete text of which 
is hereto appended. The gist of the 
bill. as can be seen by referring to the 
complete text, is this: 

First, after forbidding any federal 
judge to issue a restraining order for 
an injunction in any labor dispute ex- 
cept to prevent irreparable injury to 
property or a property right, it specifi- 
Cally provides that ‘‘no right . to 
carry on business of any particular kind. 
or at any particular place, or at all, 


Shall be construed, held, considered or 
treated ag property or as constituting 
a& property right.” 

Second, it provides that nothing agreed 
#pon or done by two or more parties 
in connection with a labor dispute shall 
constitute a conspiracy or other crim!i- 
nal offense or be prosetuted as such 
unless the thing agreed upon would be 
unlawful if done by a single individual. 

The bill here described is not only 
the “remedy” that Mr. Gompers ‘has 
already submitted to congress,” but It 
is the One and only “‘remedy"’ which he 
and those as@eociated with him in his 
present movement have announced that 
they wil) accept in the matter of his 
gtievance against the courts on the in- 
Junction issue. 


What Gompers Said. 


The counsel for the American Federa- 
tion of labor and Mr. Gompers, its pres- 
ident. are on record to this effect. At 
a hearing before the house commiittee 
on fudiciary. the counsel for the Amer- 
bean Federation of Labor on February 5, 
1908.(as appears from the printed hear- 
ings). stated: 

“Tine bill was considered by at least 
two sessions of the executive council 
of that organization and unanimously 
approved. It was considered by two of 
its national conventions—the twe latest 
—and by those unanimously indorsed. 
And in the face of many propositions 
to amend it. in the face of many pro- 
posed substitutes. in the face of pressure 
from every direction, from high sources 
and sources not so exalted, the organi- 
zation has stood by, and is today stand- 
inz by this bill without amendment.” 

Mr. Gomperg hnimself, in discussing 
this bill before the same committee on 
February 28, 1908 (as appears from the 
printed hearings), went on record as 
follows: 

“Events have demonstrated clearly to 
my mind that there is only one bill be- 
fore the cémmittee that can at all be 
effective to deal with this abuse, with 
this invasion of numan rights, and that 
is the Pearre bill."’ 

Further on in the same page of the 
hearings, Mr. Gompers states: 

‘“T will say this: that I think I will 
try to maké my position clear that the 
American Federation of Labor has s0 
declared itself that it must insist wpon 
the principles involved in the Pearre 


bill, and that I explained as best |! 
could the position of labor—that we 
would rather be compelled to bear the 
wrongs which we have for a longer pe- 
riod than to give our assent to the es- 
tablisoment of a wrong principle, be- 
lieving and knowing that time would 
give the justice and relief to which 
labor—the working people—are entitled.’ 


He Wants Bryan to Explain. 


This bill. then. and none other, repre- 
Sents exactly the relief that Mr. Gom- 
pers demands in the way of anti-in- 
junction legislation, and if the state- 
ment in his letter is correct, tnits bill 
represents what Mr. Bryan and his 
party are fledged to in the matter of 
anti-injuniction legisiation. 

The injunction plank in the Bryanite 
platform may sound vague and hazy, 
but there is nothing vague and hazy 
about this bill. 

It is more than a Dill; it is a program 
of the most fixed and definite kind, and 
if Mr. Gompers is correct, this bill be- 
comes, as {it were, an appendix to Mr. 
Brvan’s platform or a: footnote explain- 
ing in detail the briefer and vVaguer in- 
Junction plank in that platform. 

Does Mr. Bryan accept it as such? 

Mr. Bryan should state publicly Wheth- 
er he in fact accepts the principle of 
this bill. which is the official program 
of Mr. Gompers and those Who stand 
with him. 

Mr. QGompers announces publicly that 
Mr. Bryan's party has made this pro- 
Sram its own. Is Mr. Gompers cor- 
rect in this statement? 

Either Mr. Gompers is mistaken as 
to what Mr. Bryan's party has premised 
him in this matter of antl-injunction 
legislation. or those who drafted his 
party's platform. in their haste, failed 
to make the promise so clear that the 
Zeneral public would undérstand it pre- 
éisely as Mr. Gompers wunhderstood it 


Alleges Bryan’ Failed te Discuss. 


Mr. Bryan failed in his letter of ac- 
oé@ptance to discuss this laber plank of 
his party’s platform. So far as I am 
aware. he has failed to disctigs it since. 
There should be such discussion as 
@ matter of common fairness, not only 
to labor. but to ali citizens alike. On 
a quéstion of such grave consequence 
the péonle are entitled to know where 
Mr. Bryan stands. 

Mr. Taft hag repeatedly explainéd ex- 
actly where he stands in this matter 
of regulating injunctions. 

Are we not entitled to know with 
équal clearness exactly where Mr. Bryan 
stands? 

Mr. Gotmpers’ public statements as to 
woat his party hag promised make it 
impérative that Mr. Bryan declare him- 


self. 
! This will, to the principle of which he 


says Mr. Bryan is pledged, declares that 
the right to carry on a lawful businéss 
inh a lasvful Wav shall he not regarded 
as a property right or entitled to the 
protection of a court of equity through 
the procéss of an injunction, and that 
the right to such protection, which ad- 
mittedly now exists under the law, sliall 
be taken away. 

The counsel for the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, in h!s examination be- 
fore the nouse on February 5, at which 
Mf. Gompers himself was présént; gave 
4 very frank illustration of what he 
and Mt. Gompers believed to be the 
eénséquence of that provision of that 
pill, Which s&ys the right to carry on 
business shall not be erititléd to protec- 
tion as a property right. 

His words are:

The anthracite strike commission, as 
fair-minded and distinguished a body 
of men as ever passed judgment On an 
industrial question, thus referg to the 
secondary form of boycott, that is, the 
boycott ~of inrieceht tnird persons for 
refusing to take an aggressive part in 
a controversy where they have no con- 
cern: 

“To say thig is not to deny the legal 
right of any man or set of men, volun- 
tarily to refrain from soctal intercourse 
or business relations with any persons 
whom he, or they, with or without 
good reason, dislikes. This May some~ 
times be un-Cnristian, but it Is not 
illegal. But when it is a concerted pur-

“which was condemned by Mr. Mitchell, 
bresidént of the United Mine Workers 
of America, in his testimony before the 
commission and which certainly de- 
serves the reprobation of all thought- 
ful and law-abiding citizens.”
